The moTCment Is 
receiving the support of several coun- 
cllmen and it la more' than likely that 
at the repvilar September meeting of 
Council on next Monday evening an 
ordinance mnkinM: this increase will 
bo preKcnti'd by the Lawa and OMH- 
nance committee. 

The movement is not withont Hh op- 
ponents and today the question, which 
has Just reached the public, is being 
generally discussed on the streets pro 
and con. It Is i)olnted out by the op- 
ponents of the proposed bill that 
should It pass, the patrolmen woniii 
be recelTlng a larger salary than the 
ohl^f ot polioo as ^a salary of the 
Chief of Police cannot be changed dur 
Ing the present term which will not 
expire for two years yet, while the 
increase InNthe salary of patrolmen 
would take effect With the Urst of aexi 
year, the patrolmen being elated ev 
ery year. 

Those favoring the bill point out 
that a man with a family, in face of 
the present high cost of living, cannot 
support himself and family on the 
meager salary of $76 per month. 

Should the bill be presented to 
Council as a Whole, It will likely de- 
velop much Interesting debate In 
Council.

Chicago, August M.— A drop ot |1 a 
hundred pounda on the average for 
hoga with lower prices for beef cat- 
tle at the stockyards Wednesday was 

ascribed to several reaaons, including 
the general protest against the high 
cost of living. Market men said the 
tendency was for still lower hog prices 
particularly after the fail marketing, 
and they professed tO aCC a break in 
high living coHtH. 

The public has curtailed its buying 
of pork and beef recently, while live 
stock receipts are large. The eastern 
market failed to act as an emergency 
outlet and tiM packers virtually with- 
drew their buyers from the pens today, 
learing thoosands of hogs and cattle 
without buyers. Speculators wore hit 
hard. 

Livestock men say export business 
has been depressed by the foreign eX' 
change situation and that this, coupled 
with receipt of hogs that accumulated 
on farms during the railroad shop 
men's strike and the prospect of a 
strong run of hogs> helped to cause 
the weal: market. 

While the HvcraRc drop for hugs was 
at tl. the difference between today's 
lowest piiint and yesterday's high 
point wa« fully $1.50, livestock au- 
thorities said, while the average drop 
for beef cattle today ranged from 60 
'D 76 cents s hundred pounds. Sheep

It is a true, and interesting fa>'t, nevertheless, that all peoples 
and races to play. Our ancinent histories tell us that Greeks, Ro- 
mans, Persians, Phoenicians, all had their athletic sports and compe- 
titive games. Many of our modem games may be traced to an origin 
in the games of many centuries ago. and tli( y have their counterparts 
in games played by savages today. Hcographically, of course, snow, 
mountains, plains, rivers and the sea itself have all influenced the 
plays of the people. And although there are many games in com. 
mon, there are also games which seem particularly adapted to individ- 
ual nations and peoples and to the state of development of their 
civilization. If the French did take up baseball they would refine it 
and alter it until the most enthusiastic American "fan" would .fail 
to .reoognize it. 

OUR DEAD IN rSANOI 



Although no final action seems yet to have been taken in the 
matter, the decision probably will be to leave our soldier dead abroad 
and permanently improve and beautify the American cemeteries in 
Europe. Practically every one who has given the matter serious 
consideration believes this to be tlie right way. 

There are sentimental reasons for this action as well as practical 
ones. In a cablegram to the War Department, Gen. Pershing said : 

"The graves of our soldiers constitute, if they aie nllnwed to 
remain, a peri)etual reminder to our Allies of the liberty and ideals 
upon which the greatness of .Xmerica rests. . . I recommend that none 
of our dead be removed from Europe unless their nearest relatives 
so demand after a full understanding of all the sentimental reasons 
against such a removal. 

"I believe that, could these soldiers speak for themselves, they 
would- wish to be left undisturbed where, with their comrades, they 
fought the last fight." 

General Pershing, himself a soldier, probably kjiows what he 
says. The brave boys who died "over there" am held as dearly in 
the hearts of Americans as they could possibly be if buried here. 
Their memory is as glorious in either case. The more one thinks 
about it, the more fitting it appears that they should be allowed to 
rest where they fought their last fight. Their graves will be a lasting 
pledge of American idealism, courage and good fkith. 



WHAT IS A FAIR PROFIT? 

An amendment to the food control act now pending in Con- 
gress provides a fine of $5,000 or imprisonment for tWo years, or both, 
for the making of "unjust and unreasonable prices." 

This is good as far as it goes. But what are "unjust and unrea- 
sonable prices t" The act in question does not appear to furnish any 
criterion. 

The (luestiun as to what is a just and reasonable profit will re- 
ceive an astonishing variety of answers if put to the business men 
who make prices. There will be another set of answers, much lower 
on the whole, from consumers. Estimates will vary, too, in different 
seetions. How is a judge or jury going to decide t 

Manifestly, there is needed seme authoritative standard of pto. 
flu. Neither Congress nor the Department of Justice nor any of 
the other bodies, i)ublic and private, that are dealing with the cost 
of living will be able to accoi^plish much of practical and permanent 
value until this fundamental point is detetrmined.

WaShlagton (Special).— A comblnn- 
tion' among bituminous coal operators 
to mstntaln or llz prices does not ex- 
ist sod woiUd be Imveeslble if attempt- 
ed, J. D. A. Morrow, Vice President o( 
the VaUonal Goal AasocUtion, told the 
Senate subcominlttee In Its first day's 
Inquiry here Into the coal situation. 
Prices at the mine, Mr. Morrow adtlo'l, 
lisve declined under the cnrapctltluii 
whlcii prevails and ore lower now than 
they were ■ year ago. 

"There are about ^000 separate com- 
uerclal producers operatinx approxl* 
luately 7,000 mines, from which bi- 
tuminous coal is regulariy slilppeil," 
Mr. Morrow said., "In addition there 
are some 2,000 operators with obout 
3,000 mines, who begin producInK and 
solllOK coal whenever the price goes 
ui) a little and offers ii predt to tlieiu. 
Thus In 1UJ7 coal pniiluctloii was re- 
ported to the United States Oeologlctil 
Sur\'ey from 10,084 mines. Moreover, 
there are liundreds ot thousands of 
acres of coal lands aloni railroads uii 
u hirh new mines can ba readily and 
quickly opened by any one so disposed. 

"Saeli a condition obviously does nut 
lend itsoif to restrictive combinations 
anione producers. In addition the op- 
erators of each inlnUiit field are sub- 
i' l'l to coinpellllon from the producers 
of dlliLT fields, bo Hull biiyei's havo 
iiuiny dllterent sources of supply uvall- 
able to them. 

"Anyone who alienee that there Is u 
nation-wide coroblnatloo among liltu- 
mlnpus coal producers when these iiro 
the conditions of bituminous coal pro- 
duction Hud distribution, uierelv ad- 
vertises his own Ignorance, or convicts 
himself of deliberate and vicious mis- 

Sl alctuenti. 

"Df the ^^,()00 seporiite bituniliioii.) 
coal ijrcidiu'ers In the United 
2,-"», approximately 45 per cent, hold 
membership in tlie National Coal As- 
Kciciatlon. They produce about sixty 
per cent of the total output nf bitumin- 
ous III tile eotiiitry. 

"Charges that the National Coal As- 
sociation is a combination to maintain 
priree are without foundation In facts. 
They doubtless proceed simply from 
iKtiorunce of Its purpose and activities. 
The National Coal Association neither 
buys nor sells coal; neither does It 
have anything whatever to do with tho 
[irlces which Its members ask or sell 
Ht. nor with the territory Into wittcli 
tliev ship their coal, nor the quantity 
whieli they produce," 

Mr. Morrow stated that bltumluous 
coal prices have declined since tlio 
armistice, and In general are lower 
than the prices fixed by the United 
Stutc« Fuel Adnilnl-stratlon. He sub- 
mitted charts to the committee grai^h- 
icaliy sbowiai the prices wblcit bitum- 
inous cosl sold at the mines In dllTei 
eiit districts of the United States from 
.\prll ] to August 1, 1919. In connee'- 
tUm with these charts Mr. Morrow ex- 
plained that when the price restrlc- 
rinns of the Fuel Administration were 
removed on February 1 last, the bet- 
ter, more desirable coals went to a pre- 
mium In the open competitive market 
and the less desirable coals declined 
In price. This was the action to be ex- 
pected, he said. In a market where thb 
buyer exercises his choice and can ob- 
tain the kind he prefers. As a result, 
Instead of the uniform prices In dllter- 
ent districts, which were fixed by tlis 
United Statee Fuel Administration, 
prices promptly spread out, some coal 
going higher and some low*- than they 
bod been. 

"Meantime," Mr. Morrow said, "tlie 
cost of ptodnetnc bitwidnons coal is 
higher now tiian it was a year ago, duu 
(0 the fact that the mines then weie 
operating six days a week und In nmny 
cases now are operating on^ four days 
per week, and in some casee only three 
days per week. The overhead expenso 
of malntalnliiK mines goes on ]ust the 
same whether coal Is produced or not. 
These Idle day expenses have resulted 
lo in cr eased costs per ton, as com- 
pared with last year. When these In- 
rreased costs are considered In coimec- 
nectlon with the general decrease in 
prices, It Is cleor t^at proSts of bitum- 
inous c.ial operators are OMtbrially 
teas than a year ago." 

Beferrlng to ^atements by Repre- 
sentative HuddlestoD of Alabama, I>l- 
rector General Hlnes of the Railroad 
admlnlatratlon. and others, to tho ef- 
fect that bituminous coal prices at the 
mines are unduly high, Mr. Morrow 
sold : "I wish to deny pubitcly and 
emphatically these altegatlons that bi- 
tuminous coal prices ura being main- 
tained Ml some Inmroper manner end 
are uadoly liigh. I an eenTliUMd tli#t 
these •tataments proceed simply from 
■ lack of understanding of the facts," 

Mr. Morrow drew eompurlsons be- 
tween the prices of bltimilnous coals 
•t the mines la tiia Dattad States and 
foreign eountrles. 

"Prices at the mines In Oreat Brit- 
ain/' be said, "am about three times 
the'fiilne prices prevslent In the United 
States ; In France the mine prlcee are 
more than three and a lialf times those 
of the United Butes. Bngllsb mino 
prices range from SUM to $7.14 per 
toN, while bituminous coal In France Is 
costing about $8.70 pur ton at the 
mines. The average mine price of bU 
tumloooa tMl soM in the VwjftA

He said 
that he attended the reunion In respect 
to the memory of his father, who 
would want him to be present. Doctor 
Duke was In France ten months and 
in action six months. He was in the 
Argonne Forest with engineering 
troops and an evacuation hospital, and 
was behind the lines the greater part 
of the time, ha said. 

None but American troops could 
have taken the Argonne Forest," said 
Doctor Duke. "The French tried four 
years and Pershing's men did it in al- 
most as many weeks". 

President Sharji asked ail members 
of the command who were In or near 
Greenville, Tcnn.. when General Mor- 
gan was killed there to give their ver- 
sion of the events of the day. .Iiulge 
W. Perry, of West Liberty, gave a 
graphic account of the death of his 
aiallant commander, which brought 
tears to the eyes of many of his com- 
rades. C. A. liee, Jr., of Falmouth, 
ohaplin of the command, also spoke 
it the last few hours of Morgan's life. 

The surrender of less man two nnn> 
jred of Morgan's Men at the end of the 
twenty-sixth day raid Into Ohio and 
Indiana was described by Andrew 
Broaddus, of Louisville, and President 
Steve O. Sharp. Tlie cavalrymen were 
not out of their saddles lor twenty-six 
lays and nights, taking their littl.^ 
.sleep while riding, and less than two 
Inindred of the 1,8(10 or 2,000 men who 
crossed the Ohio surrendered, they 
said. The others were captured at 
Butnngton's Island, lost their mounts 
and came home on foot, or were on 
detached duty. 

Mr. Martin said that there were 
about fifteen man under sixteen years 
of age in Morgan's command alone and 
hundreds in the Confederate Army. He 
ran o8 to Join the army when thirteen 
years old, failed, and Joined Bragg the 
next year, serving until the end of 
the war, when he was seventeen.

The speaker urged 
the organisation of an association to 
direct athletics and games of the

Thursday morning's session of the 
Teaehers' Institute was begun by a 
few well chosen and forceful spoken 
words by Prof. T. J. Currey, who led 
the devotional exercises. 

Instructor Ireland spoke to the point 
nil his subject, History from the 
Teachers' Point of View. The speaker 
said that lilstory from the view point 
(jf most teachers Is merely an accum- 
ulation of dry facts. But history is 
really a story of tlie growth of clvll- 
Izallon. History properly handled 
from tills point of view will awaken 
real interest in its teaching and study. 

The pledge of allegiance to the 
American flag was not known by even 
many teachers before the great )|rar 
muott less the pupils. Now most all 
know It. 

To interest pupUs in history the 
teacher shqjild work through current 
events. 

Supt. Ireland then Introduced Mr. 
.Sugg, of Lexington. Ky., representa- 
tive Rand McNally Pub. Co.. who said I 
llie jiurpose of teaching history In ; 
grades is to lay a foundation upon I 
which the pupils build alter they go 
out of school. History and .geography 
are life long studies. 

Supt. 3. L. Tumipseed of Lancaster, ' 
Ohio, presented his subjects, "Arith- 
metic in the Common Schools" and 
essentials and non-essentials of Arith- 
metic, both In the one address In order 
to save time. 

"We teach too much arithmetic" 
Must know first the child, then know 
your subject to teach arithmetic suc- 
cessfully. 

Teach child to observe accurately 
given but few numbers to the two 
periods of school life, for It Is In 
these departments he must ».'ei a sure 
foundation. Vltallzatlon of aritlunetlc 
will arouse interest In the work. 
Supt. Turnlpseed Inlsted on constant 
drill as necessary to effective teaching 
of arithmetic. 

.Miss Casey insisted upon thorough 
cleaning of the school bouses, as the 
first thing to do. 

The second every teacher should be 
in the best of physical condition, then 
the carrying out of the rules careful- 
ly. 

Dr. Rice, County Health Oflker. in 
hif Ulk before the Institute said that 
health work was sweeping over the 
state by leaps and bounds, that Mason 
county stands above every other coun- 
ty In the state In its health work, 
which Is due to the efficient co-opera- 
tion of all forces controlling disease. 

Dr. nice offers his services to 
teachers and . desires to help In per- 
fecting sanitary eonditlons in every 
school. 

Dr. Locke, former Mason County 
Health Offlcer, now connected with the 
State Tuberculosis Society, empha- 
sised the fact that the teacher would 
be the leader in their respective dis- 
tricts for- the months that they are 
teaching in those districts. Dr. I<oeke 
also waed onelMuy on the part of 
teaehers as a moans of gottlag better 
saUrloe. He also wged immediate 
vaceinatioa agataat' typhoid fevar, in- 
flueasa. M«eh of Dr. Locke's address 
daatt with the dread disease, con- 
sumption. 

Dr. Locke's address was a most In 
tereatlng and helpful apj^eal for the 
betterment of health conditions in 
the county.
